PEGGING WHEAT 


HEAT PRICES. on the Winnipeg market have taken a severe 

tumble within the last few days. For this there must bea 
reason. It may or may not lie in the belief that wheat will be 
plentiful and that the law of supply and demand is merely operat- 
ing in anticipation. It may be that professional speculators are 
again at work. It might also be caused by the belief that the 
Federal Government has been seriously considering pegging wheat 
at 70 cents. j 

No matter what the cause may be, it is sufficient to 
give the wheat farmer cause for alarm. Had the average farmer in 
the last nine years in Southern Alberta raised fair crops and sold 
them at prevailing prices, the chances are that there would not be 
such a heavy volume of protest. But that has not been his good 
fortune. At the present moment he is faced with the prospect 
of selling the first fair crop that has been raised in the last nine 
years at prices which will not meet the cost of production. For 
that reason alone, the farmer cannot really be blamed if he protests 

m and wants the pegged price to be that which will show him some 
profit for his labours and some compensation for the years of ad- 
versity he has faced. 

It is doubtful however, if the masspropaganda being 
indulged in will have the desired results. Wholesale protests 
evidencing organized propaganda is nothing new in Government 
circles. Such protests are generally filed just as received — en 
masse. _ There are reasons, and good reasons why the price should 
be pegged at 87% cents. These reasons should be, and we hope 
they have been, submitted to the proper authorities by responsible 
bodies through elected representatives who have, or ought to have 
the ear of the Government. e

R UMOUR IS A lying jade. _ It is never safe to repeat a mere 
rumour. Generally by the process. of repeated telling it 
loses all semblance to the original version, and mostly it becomes 
more atrocious with each repeated telling. No person in his 
sane senses ought to be guilty of saying “a man told him’ and 
then prroceeding with his story. Of course, if our Premier's 
tendencies to quote what a “man told him” are to be followed then 
we presume a good precedent has been established. 
We wonder however if there is any truth in the rumour 
. going the rounds that certain forces within the Social Credit ranks 
are very dissatisfied with the calibre of leadership afforded them 
by the Premier, and are casting about looking for a new leader to

Foreigners complain of the difficulty of learnng the 


English language’ and one must admit there is something to be said- 


for their plaints, though after it has been mastered it is the most 
expressive language in the world.
